The  Canadian  explorer  recently  stated 
that  he  would  getaway  from  Esquimau 
on  June  10,  but  as  a  great  deal  has  yet 
to  be  accomplished  in  getting  the  steam 
whaler  Karluk  ready  for  her  three  years' 
cruise  In  the  Arctic  seas,  the  probabili- 
ties are  that  the  date  will  be  postponed. 
Captain  Robert  Bartlett,  Peary's  cap- 
tain of  the  North  Pgsa;^m*,^»0  ^oose- 
velt,  states  that  the  expedition,  ,1a  not 
compelled  to  leave  before  July  1,  and 
then  Stefansson  will  find  that  he  Is  In 
plenty  of  time  to  catch  the  ice-break. 

Elaborately    Equipped 

The  present  expedition  is  without 
doubt  the  most  elaborately  equipped 
that  has  yet  put  north  for  scientific 
research.  Stefansson  plans  to  find  the 
vast  hypothetic  Arctic  continent  which 
he  believes  to  He  north  of  Western  Can- 
ada, north  of  Alaska,  and  northeast  of 
Siberia,  but  his  main  object  will  be  to 
gather  comprehensive  scientific  data 
about  the  vast  unexplored  area  there- 
about, whether  he  finds  land  or  not. 
The  expedition  will  be  back  by  the  Fall 
of   1916   at   the   very   latest. 

During  his  stay  in  the  Arctic  Ste- 
fansson will* be  for  a  long  time  In  touch 
by  wireless  telegraph  with  the  two  most 
valuable  meteorological  stations  In  the 
northern  hemisphere,  at  Iceland  and  on 
the  Aleutian  Islands,  to  which  he  hopes 
to  furnish  dally  messages,  thus  provid- 
ing, among  other  things,  a  means  of 
■■■predicting  storms  from  the  north,  a 
matter  of  utmost  Importance  to  naviga- 
tion   in    the    Northern    oceans.

Attack  on  Magistrate 
A   startling   story   about    the   late   Sir 
Henry    Curtis    Bennett,    the    Bow    Street 
police    magistrate,    is    related    by    Harry 
"Wilson,    a    solicitor    practicing    in    Bow\ 
Street, 

Sir  Henry  told  Mr.  Wilson  that  he 
was  Walking  along  the  cliffs  at  a  sea- 
side resort  when  he  was  suddenly 
seized  by  one  of  two  women,  who  tried 
to  push  him  over  the  edge.  Fortunately, 
he  fell  the  other  way,  otherwise  he 
would  have  been  killed.  When  he  I 
gained  his  feet  the  woman  had  gone. 
After  that  occurrance,  says  Mr.  Wil- 
son, Sir  Henry  was  very  nervous,  and 
on  more  than  one  occasion  expressed' 
fear  lest  something  would  happen  to 
him  at  the  hands  of   the  suffragettes. 

In  consequence  of  this  adventure,  the 
magistrate  was  constantly  guarded  by 
detectives.  In  his  official  capacity,  Sir 
Henry  had  sentenced  Mrs.  Pankhurst 
and  many  other  suffragettes. 
Outrage     at    Epaom 

EPSOM,  Eng„  June  4. — Today's  race 
for  the  Derby,  the  "Blue  Ribbon"  of  the 
British  turf,  waa  one  of  the  most  sen- 
sational on  record.  It  was  made  memor- 
able by  'a  daring  militant  suffragette 
outrage  in  which  E:nily  Davidson  was 
terribly  -injured  while  'trying  to  stop'* 
King  George's  horse,  Anmer,  when  ha 
was  running  at  full  speed  around  Tat- 
tenham  corner,  by  the  disqualification 
for  bumping  Craganour.  the  favorite, 
after  he  had  finished  first,  and  by  the 
award  of  the  race  with  its  stakes  of 
$32,400  to  a  rank  out-sider,  Aboyeur,  a 
hundred    to    one    shot. 

King  George,  Queen  Mary  and  a  large 
assembly  of  Royalties  were  witnesses 
of  these  exciting  incidents,  which  caused 
something  like  consernation  among  the 
immense  crowds. 


Tried  to   Stop  Horses 

"While  Interest  the  classic  was  at  its 
most  tense  point,  Just  as  the  fifteen 
horses  were  turning  the  Tattenham 
corner  into  the  stretch,  a  woman  rushed 
out  of  the  crowd  and  threw  herself  in 
front  of  Anmer  and  another  horse, 
Agadier.  She  apparently  hoped  to  in- 
terfere with  the  progress  of  the  race  by 
seizing  Anmer's  reins  and  placing  not 
only  the  horses,  but  the  two  jockeys,  In 
danger.  Fortunately,  the  horses  were 
at  the  end  of  the  string,  or  the  conse- 
quences might  have  been  more  serious. 
Agadier,  ridden  by  Earl,  passed  In 
safety,  but  the  woman  managed  to  cling 
to  Anmer's.  reins,  and  brought  down 
both    horse   and    rldeju~j 

Picked  up  TTnoonsclous 

Falling,  through  tho  Interference,  tho 
horse  trampled  the  woman  so  haiiiv 
that  she  lias  sustained  very  serious  In- 
lurles.  Immediately  she  was  seen  to 
be  under  the  horse's  feet,  many  people 
rushed  to  he,r  assistance,  and  she  whs 
quickly  extricated.  A  mBn  seized  tin 
reins  and  held  the  maddened  thorough- 
bred which  had  Injured  the  woman 
mostly  when  rising  from  the  ground. 
Tho  horse  was  led  iiway  as  the  woman 
was  lifted  from  the  ground.  She  was

In 
spite  of  his  advanced  age.  aave  for  an 
''attack  of  rheumatism  which  came  o'n 
a».few  days  ago,  the  doctor  la  enjoy- 
ing comparatively,  robust  health,  which 
news  will  be  received  with  general  sat- 
isfaction. 

It  waa  s> xty-three  ;  years  age  last 
March  slnoe  Dr.  Helmcken  arrived  In 
Victoria,  having  been  offered  an  ap- 
pointment !by  the  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
pany, In  Vancouver-  island.  He.  trav- 
eled out  as  physician  In,  charge  on:,,  tho 
Xorman  Morrla'on,  which  carried  many 
emigrants.  Smallpox  broke  out  on  the 
voyage,  but  owing  to  the  prompt  action 
and  skill  of  the  surgeon  only  one 
death  occurred.  On  arriving  In  Victoria 
they  were  at  once  ordered"  Into  quaran- 
i  tine. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  Dr. 
Helmcken  left  England  with  the  avowed 
Intention  of  only  remaining  in  Canada 
for'  five  years.  Like  many  a  man  be- 
fore and  since  it  was  fated  that  this 
promise   should    not    be    kept.  , 

Soon  after  his  arrival  in  British  Co- 
lumbia Dr.  Helmcken  was  sent  to  Fort 
Rupert,  where  coal  mines  were  ITlng 
opened,  but  after  six  months  there  he 
wa»«  summoned  to  Victoria  to  attend 
Governor  Hlanchard,  who  was  ill,  and 
from  that  time  he  took  up  his  residence 
in  the  Capital.  in  1852  he  married 
the  dr.ugliter  of  Sir  James  Douglas,  and 
three  years  later  whs  elected  to  the 
first  legislative  Assembly  of  Vancou- 
ver Island,  in  the  interests  of  Ksqul- 
malt!  He  was  chosen  Speaker,  a  posi- 
tion which  he  occupied  until  Confedera- 
tion with  the  Dominion  in  1871,  when 
he  went  out  of  politics. 

From  1864  to  1871  Dr.  Helmcken 
was  a  member  of  the  executive  council 
of  British  Columbia  in  the  days  when 
a  seat  In  the  House  brought  no  re- 
ration,  He  was  a  strong  opponent 
of  confederation,  being  regarded  as  the 
r.>t, front  of  the  opposition.  It  was 
only  when  most  favorable  terms  to  this 
Province,  which  by,  together  with  Dr. 
Carroll  ahd  Mr.  Trutch,  were  sent  to 
Ottawa  t"  ii"ifoiiate.  w-i-v  agreed  upon 
that  he  changed  his  attitude,  and  it 
was  in  a  great  measure  flue  to  Mm 
that    the    Irknsepntinei  illway    was

On*  Of  the  beet  known  pioneers  of 
this  Province,  and  *.cpn<e»iporBry  of 
Sir  James  Douglas,  entered  Into  rest 
yesterday  morning  in  the  person  of  Mr, 
Gilbert  Malcolm  Sproat,  whose  health, 
weakened  for  &ome  time,  suffered  a  gen- 
eral breakdown  aeout  a  month  ago. 
The  funeral  has  been  arranged  to  take 
place  tomorrow,  at,  3:80  o'clock,  from 
Hanna  *  TnomfceWrtl  ic*M«re. 

BOrn  a  little  over  7»  years  ago 
to    Galloway;    Scotland.    Mr.     sproat 

came     out     to     Vancouver     Island      in 

1860  and  for  «va  years  wea  the 
resident  "  manager  of  Anderson  & 
Co.,  Victoria,  exDorters  of  spars  to 
Europe  from  JPuget  Sound  and  Vancou- 
ver Island.  While  (hus  engaged  he  was 
a  frequent  visitor  both  at  Alberni  and 
at  the  Hastings  mill,  which  then  stood 
on  the  original  site  of  Vancouver.  So 
muoh  of  his  time  was  spent  on  the  West 
Coast  that  Sir  James  Douglas  appointed 
him  customs  officer,  Justice  of  the  peace. 
coroner,  Indian  agent,  and  practically 
Government  agent       ., 

It  is  said  that  Mr.  Sproat  knew  the 
Colonial  Office  policy*  probably  better 
than  any  other  man  living  either  now  or 
than,  for  he  was  from  1885  until  the 
confederation  of  British  Columbia  and 
Vancouver  Island,  chairman  of  tne  Ijon- 
dbn  commission  for  watching  the  affairs 
of  British  Columbia,  and  therefore  right 
in  the  thick  of  Colonial  Office  manoeuv- 
ring. In  that  capacity  he  was  called 
upon  to  deal  with  such  important  ques- 
tions as  the  selection  of  the  capital  of 
the  united  colonies  of  Vancouver  Island 
and  British  Columbia,  the  8an  Juan 
Island  water  boundary  and  many  other 
matters.  He  actively  opposed  Governor 
Seymour  and  replied  to  the  latter's  cele- 
brated Paris  dispatch  in  an  able  com- 
munication, addressed  to  the  Colonial 
Office.  This  communication  was  never 
published,  however,  because  the  Colonial 
Office  could  not  look  upon  it  as  an  offi- 
cial  statement. 

First  Agent  General 
In  the  year  1871  he  was  appointed 
first  Agent  General  for  British  Colum- 
bia In  London,  another  name  for  the 
chairmanship  of  the  commission  before 
mentioned.  Associated  with  him  at  that 
time  were  Mr.  Donald  Fraser,  a  corres- 
pondent of  The  London  Times  in  many 
parts  abroad,  and  Mr.  A.  G.  Dallas, 
after  whom  Dallas  Road  was  named. 
Mr.  Sproat  always  averred  that  the  Col- 
onial Office  did  not  care  two  straws  for 
the  popular  movements  In  fhe  two  col- 
onies of  Vancouver  Island  and  British 
Columbia,  and  that  the  battle  for  union 
and  later  for  confederation  between 
them  was  fought  in  London. 

He  was  appointed  Indian  commission- 
er In  conjunction  with  Andorson  and 
McKlnlPy  In  1876.  whil*  two  years  later 
he  was  appointed  sole  commissioner. 
He  severed  his  connection  with  the  com- 
mission   about    1881. 

From  188R  to  1SS0  he  was  stipendiary 
magistrate  and  gold  commissioner  for 
Wesi  K<K>tenay,  during  the  Stirring  days 
of  C.P.R-  construction.  In  Nelson  he 
was  cennected  with  Mr.  Farwell,,  then 
surveyor-general.  In      fact,      Messrs. 

Sproat,  Farwell  and  Harold  SHous,  a 
cousin  of  the  world-famed  big  game 
hunter,  were  known  as  the  "Thrte 
Fathers   of   Nelson." 

Mr.  flpmat  took  an  active  part  in  the 
development  of  this  Province.  He  was 
the  founder  of  Sproat's  Landing,  on  the 
Kootenay  River,  and  one  of  the  foun- 
ders of  Revelstoke,  while  Sproat  Lake. 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  stretches  of 
water  in  British  Columbia,  which  lies 
near  the  head  of  Alberni  Canal,  was 
named  after   him. 

possessed    Xtlterary   Gifts 

He    was    »    man    who    possessed     the 

greatest  literary   gifts  and   knew  how   to 

use    them    to    excellent    advantage.      He 

won  tn*  >rlz«  in   the  world's  competition 


for  the  best  essay  on  the  opium  habit  to 
China,  but  was  so  modest  about  his 
achievement  that  he  never  even  kept  a 
copy  of  the  work.  In  1868  a  London 
firm  brought  ou  his  "Science  and  Studies 
of  Savage  Life,"  which  is  comparatively 
well  known,  and  which  deals  with  the 
Alberni  Indians,  or  the  Ahts;  to  *»▼• 
them   their  proper   tribal   name. 

In  the  early  days  of  his  connection 
with  this  Province  he  was'  a  proprietor 
of  the  settlement  of  Alberni,  which  was 
then  the  only  civilised  settlement  oh  the 
West  Coast  Until  than  the  condition 
of  the  native  tribes  on  the  Island  had 
been  •dutte  unknown,  less  being  known 
about'  them  than  amy  other  aboriginal 
people  under  British  rule.  The  hook  la 
extremely  interesting,  and  is  also  a 'val- 
uable work  of  reference.  He  says  in 
his  preface:  "My  private  and'  official 
business  on  the  West  Coast  of  Vancou- 
ver Island  gave  me  an  !  advantageous 
position*  for  studying  the  natives  them- 
selves, and  also  the  effect  upon  them  of 
Intercourse  with  civilized  intruders,  I 
lived  among  the  people  and  had  a  long 
Intercourse  with  them;  I  did  not  merely 
pass  through  the  country." 

Ocapfcfe  Word  fflotnre     ■'• 

The  beak  contains  a  graphic  word 
picture  of  a  journey  which  he.  took  by 
canoe  about  1880  np  Berkley  Sound,  or 
as  It  was  then  known,  syttneht,     . 

"We  started   about   nine   o'clock,"  he 
wrote,  "and  kept  close  to  the  shore,  aa 
the  Indians  generally  do.     About  eleven 
the  wind  rose,  and  snow  began  to  fall. 
We  passed  a  point  on  which  a  dog  was 
howling  piteously.     Kleeshin,   the   head 
chief  ot  the  Ohyahts.  who  accompanied 
MmVikaid  that  this  dog  had  been  aban- 
doned, by  the  Indians.  Sintering  the  long 
canal  the  work  became  very  stiff,  as  the 
sea  was   rough  and     the     wind     blew 
against    the    canoe:    but    the    two   ped- 
dlers worked  hour  After  hour  with  reg- 
ularity and  vigor,  and  without  speaking 
a  word.     I  was  told  afterwards  that  we 
were  In  >>great  danger  during  .the  whole 
of  this  time,  and  that  nothing  saved  us 
but  the  extraordinary  skill  of  Kleeshin 
and  George  with   the  paddles.     The  sea 
was    rougher    than    they    had    expfected, 
and  there  was  no  landing  place,  and  to 
go    back    was    as    bad    as    to   go   on.      I 
was  sitting  with  my  back   to   the  stern 
of   the   canoe   where   Kleeshin    was,    but 
saw  every  movement  of  George,  the  bow 
paddler;    and    not    being    aware    of    any 
danger,    I    watched    his    action    with    ad- 
miration.      His    mannor    showed    no    ex- 
citement;   hour   after   hour  his   shoulder 
and   arm   worked    like   part   of   a   steam- 
engine,  and  when  an,  angry  curling  wave 
came  close   to   the    gunwale,   he    cut    the 
top  of  "it  lengthwise  with  his  paddle  and 
not  a   drop    came   on    board.      The   snow 
all    this    time    continued    to    fall;    I    was 
sitting  in  the  bottom  of  the  canoe  with- 
out any  powr  of  changing   my   position, 
and   the   flakes   gathered'  round    my   feet 
and    legs   in   spite   of   all    my    endeavors 
to  free  myself  from    their  soft  embrace. 
It    was    a    long    time    before    I    felt   any 
alarm:  but  when  the  Tine  of  foam  on  the 
steep   rocks   showed   the  Impossibility  of 
landing    anywhere,     and     I     remembered 
we  were  only   half  way  on   our  journey, 
a   sort  of   dread    crept   over   me.    '  Using 
my    hands    as    a    scoop,    I    shovelled    the 
snow  out  of  the  canoe:  still,   hour  after 
hour  passed,  and  the  snow  never  ceased 
to  fall. 

All    Like    a    Dream 

"I  spoke  to  the  Indian  In  front. 
but  he  did  not  reply,  nor  make  any  sign 
that  he  heard  me4  speaking.  Mile  afi>T 
mile  was  thus  slowly  passed,  and  I 
recollect*  fancying  that  1  felt  the  COld 
less,  and  that  I  should  he  warmer  If  the 
snow  quite  covered  my  loss.  When,  in 
changing  his  paddle,  <»enrge  accident- 
ally Struck  my  leg,  I  remember  it 
seemed  odd  to  me  that  I  should  .«> 
not  feel  something  strike  my  log.  After 
that  it  was  all  like  n  dream:  1  seemed 
to  be  resting  on  a  soft  couch.  In  a 
great  hall  lighted  hy  numerous  lamps 
shedding  a  pleasant  light,  and  beauti- 
ful people  were  tending  me,  and  there 
were  strains  of  music  in  the  air.  The 
fact  was  the  cold  was  becoming  too 
much  for  me.  Then  the  scene  changed 
to  a  rough  hut.  lighted  Imperfectly  hy 
a  huge  fire  of  logs  under  a  largo 
chimney  in  the  middle  of  the  hut,  at 
some  distance  from  which  fire  I  was 
propped  up  by  two  strong  woodmen. 
who  were  rubbing  my  legs.  The 
pleasant  words,  "I  guess,  Jim,  he's 
thawing,"  reoalled  me  to  earth  from  the 
land  of  dreams,  and  I  began  to  esti- 
mate  the  whole  position  exactly,   though

I  could  *!aa  yet  not  ufter  a  word,  but 
only  laugh  In  recognition  at  my  at- 
tendants'  kindness.  Having  had  a  warm, 
dry  shirt  put  on  I  tumbled  into  a  bunk, 
wMfcra  heap  of.bjankets,  and  prwoke 
neat  mArning  auite  myself  again.  W« 
were  a  long  way  from  the  settlement,* 
but,  fortunately  for  me,  several  of  the 
men  engaged  in  rafting  timber  hap- 
pened to  have  occupied  an  old  hut  for 
the  night,  and  the  Indians,  seeing  the 
light  and  becoming  aware  of  my  con- 
dition, had  steered  for  the  place  and 
had  succeeded  in  "landing  safely,  though 
with  danger  to  their  canoe." 

Mr.  Sproat  also  contributed  valuable 
articles  to  the  local  papers  on  histori- 
cal matters,  and  about  a  year  ago  pub- 
lished a  life  of  Sir  James  Douglas,  of 
whom  he  was,  of  course,  a  personal 
fnend,  to  aerial  form.  He  was  much 
Interested  in  the  Provincial  Archives 
Department,  to  which  he  contributed 
important  memorandum  on  the  early 
days. 

A  great  traveller.  Mr.  Sproat  tramped 
all.  over  SritlBh  Columbia.  He  took  up 
his  permanent  residence  in  Victoria  in 
1906,  occupying  a  house  on  Mensles 
Street,  where  he  remained  until  his  ill- 
ness. He  has  one  son,  Alexander,  re- 
siding at  Port  Alberni.

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Gilbert  Malcolm 
Sproat,  British  Columbia  loses  one  of 
ber  foremost  pioneer*  During  'his  ca- 
reer he  filled  many  posts  of  public  im- 
portance. Both  in  his  work  for  the 
Government  and  his  writings  on  the  sev- 
eral interesting  matters,,  which  cams 
undo't  his  observation  he  has^sjt  ffi 
Jmatk  on  the  history  of  «»•  P»oyilwe. 
He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Bevel- 
stcke,  now  a  prosperous  city,  and  also 
of  Sproat's  Landing,  which  la  named 
after  him:  Much  of  his. early  life  ^  In 
the-  Province  was  spent  on  the  West 
Coast  of  Vancouver  Island,  a 'fact  which 
Made  him  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  customs  and  history  of  the  Indians 
of  that  district  Indeed  it  Is  no  exag- 
geration to  say  that  he  was-  probably 
the  greatest  authority  on "  Indian  lore 
there  has  been"  in  the  Province*  as  many 
of  his  writings  testify.  His  knowledge 
of  the  natives  "led  to  his  appointment 
In  1876  as  the  joint  commissidner  of 
both '  the  Dominion .  and  Provincial  Gov-

We  arp  all  anxious 
to  obtain  the  fullest  possible  advantage 
from  every  ounce  of  muscular-  energy

CHRISTIANIA,  Norway.  June  4.—  Dr. 
Nansen  gave  a  summary  of  his  investi- 
gations on  the  subject  of  the  Gulf 
Stream  before  the  Academy  of  Science 
In  Chrlatianla  recently.  After  having 
acknowledged  his  indebtedness  to  the 
observations  which  bad  been  made  by 
Norwegian,  Danish  and  German  expedi- 
tions. Dr.  Nansen  said  that  he  had  ar-' 
rived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  Gulf 
Stream  had  very  little  or  nothing  to  do 
with  the  real  Gulf  Stream  passing 
through  the  Straits  of  Florida. 

With  regard  to  the  course  and  origin 
of  the  warm  current  In  the  northeast- 
ern north  Atlantic,  he  had  come  to  con- 
clusions which  differed  much  from  the 
views  of  earlier  oceanographers. 

Dr.  Nansen  maintained  that  by  a 
closer  study  of  the  position  and  Inclin- 
ation of  the  layers  (strata)  in  trans- 
verse sections  of  the  ocean  It  was  possi- 
ble to  obtain  reliable  information  about 
the  direction  followed  by  the  water 
masses  at  different  depths  and  in  the 
different  regions  of  the  ocean.  The  In- 
clination of  the  strata  in.  the  eastern 
part  of  the  North  Atlantic,  and  In  the 
region  between  Ireland  and  the  Canary 
,  Islands,  proved  that  there  existed  a  deep 
current  between  the  surface  layers  'and 
a  depth  of  S00  fathoms,  flowing  north' 
ward  from  the  region  between  .Madeira 
and  the  Azores  and  along  the  west  coast 
of  Southern  Europe. 

He  further  pointed  out  that  the.  north- 
eastern drift  current  across  the  North 
Atlantic  was  probably  divided  Into 
water  masses  flowing  partly  northward 
and  partly  southward  west  of  the  sub- 
marine ridge  which  extended  northward 
of  the  Asores.  Some  part  of  the  water 
masses  flowing  In  southerly  and  south- 
eaterly  directions  joined  the  northward- 
flowing  current  west  of  Madeira,  while 
..the  nor  thward,-  flowing  water  masses 
northwest  of  the  Azores  found,  to  some 
extent  their  way  eastward  as  a  surface 
current  across  (he  ridge  In  about  60  de- 
grees .  latitude,  and  the  waters  of  this 
surface-cUrrenf  joined  the  deep  current 
flowing  northward  along  the  southern 
southwest  coast  of  Europe.  Thus  arose 
the  warm  Atlantic  current  west  of 'the 
British  Islands,  which  passed  between 
the  Shetland*  and  the  Faroe  Islands 
into  the  North  Sea.

Until  the  year  1904  gambling  wa« 
illegal  in  France.  But  a  certain  tolera- 
tion was  extended  to  a  number  of  cas- 
inos and  clubs.  In  1907.  finally,  a  law 
was  passed  which  allowed  gambling  and 
the  establishment  of  casinos  formalities. 
The  State  was  to  have  15  ,per  cent,  of 
the  profits,  and  casinos  could  be  opened 
only  with  Government  permission.  As 
soon  as  the  law  was  passed,  applica- 
tions poured  in.  and  in  a  short  time  187 
casinos  or  gambling  saloons  were  au- 
thorized. Last  year.  1  S3  new  establish- 
ments were  Jpened.  There  had  been  a 
similar  averaRe  In  the  years' that  pre- 
ceded. The  amount  of  revenue  collected 
by  the  State  was  14,000,000  francs  in 
1907,  28,000,000  francs  In  1908,  37,000,- 
000  francs  In  1909,  43,000,000  francs  in 
1910  and  1911,  and  last  year  the  rev- 
enue  was  about   53,000,000   francs. 

But  while  casin-os  were,  authorized,  a 
limit  still  remnlns  on  the  kind  of  games 
allowed  .So  far  trente  et  quarante  and 
the  roulette  have  not  yet  been  permit- 
ted, and  Monte  Carlo  still  has  the  mon- 
opoly of  these  names.  The  only  ones 
allowed  by  President  Kallleres  were  bac- 
caret  or  petits  chevaux,  bridge,  besique 
(and  piquet.  Th^  funds  collected,  how- 
r,  do  not  swell  the  general  budget  6f 
the  State,  nn  the  entire  revenue  is  to 
l,<.  devoted  to  subventions  for  hygienic 
purposes  to  towns  and  villages,  such  as 
drains,   waterworks,   etc.

Although  the  Empress  of  Russia  ar-

':■■*  isst  ITortl  in  Oonstenction. 

The  Empress,  of  Russia  was  con- 
structed by  the  Fairfield  Shipbuilding 
and  Engineering  Company  of  Glasgow, 
and  she  and  her  sister  vessel,  the  Km- 
press  of  Asia,  have  been  the  subject  of 
exceptional  interest  in  shipbuilding 
.  circles  by  reason  of  the  Innovations 
'  which  they  embody:  Externally,  the 
'Empress  of  Russia  presents  an  excep. 
tlonally  handsome  appearance  with  her 
great  white  painted  hull,  three  mas- 
sive yellow  stacks,  and  Admiralty , 
stern.  The  "cruiser"  or  "Admiralty" 
stern  is  quite  an  Innovation .  for,  the 
merchant  service,  and  there  now  seems 
every  prospect  of  its  adoption  pretty 
generally  for  the  mall  boat  class  of 
liner.  The  new^  shape  of  stern  confers 
several  advantages.  In  the  first  place, 
it  is  possible  to  get  a  greater  displace- 
ment on  a  given  length  overall,  with 
corresponding  Increase  in  deadweight,  or 
if  the  displacement  be  not  increased, 
the  lines  may  be  fined  down,  so  that 
the  ship  is  more  easily  driven,  with 
corresponding  reduction  In  engine 
power.  .  , 

Then  again,  the  fuller  water  lines  aft 
which  are. permissible  with  this  type  of 
■stern  tends  to  reduce  the  vibration  due 
to  propellers.  This  reduction  In  vibra- 
tion Is  further  Insured  by  the  placing 
of  the  steering  gear  low  down  In  the 
ship.

The  Empress  of  Russia  Is  570.2  f**t 
Lloyd's  length,  68,2  feet'  beam,  42  feet 
deep  and  of  about  16,500  tons  gross, 
whereas  the  vessels  now  maintaining 
the  service  are  of  about  6.000  tons 
Rross.  The  new  liner  Is  propelled  by 
four  screws,  driven  by  four  sets  of 
Parsons  turbines.  Steam  is  supplied  by 
an  installation  of  ten  boilers,  working 
under  Howden's  system  of  forced 
draught  at  a  steam  pressure  of  190 
pounds  to  the  square  Inch.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 


Harbor   Commissions 

Sir, — Regarding  the  qUWftlOtt  of  a 
harbor,  commission  for  the  city  of  '.i^iej. 
torla,  which  -you  discuss  in  your  edi- 
torial columns  in  today's  issue  of  The 
Colonist,  I  take  the  liberty  of  supply- 
ing the  following  additional  informa- 
tion on  the  same  subject,  which,  per- 
haps, will  prove  of  interest  to  your 
readers.  I  took  the  trouble  to  look  the 
matter  up  some  time  ago,  on  seeing  that 
Mayor  Morley  has  come  out  strongly 
in  favor  of  a  harbor  commission.  'The 
following  ports  in  Canada  are  managed 
by  commissions:  Montreal,  Quebec, 
Hamilton  and  Toronto,  while  Vancouver 
is  securing  an  act  at  the  present  ses- 
sion to  bring  that  port  under  commis- 
sion management.  St.  John,  N.  B.,  Hal- 
ifax, N.  S..  and  Victoria,  B,  C,  are  the 
three  largest  ports  which  are  not  yet 
placed  in  commission. 

The  case  of:(Montreal  will  fairly  illus- 
trate all  the  others  where  the  board  of 
harbor  commissioners  prevails.  There 
the  board  consists  of  three  commis- 
sioners, all  appointed  by  the  Dominion 
Government.  The  president  of  the 
Montreal  board  receives  a  salary  of 
$7000  a  year,  and  the  two  other  mem- 
bers »6000  each.  These  salaries  are' 
paid  out  of  the  revenue  of  the  harbor, 
which  arises  from  wharfage,  dockage, 
port  dues,  etc.,  so  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  change  to  a  board  of  commissioners 
will  carry  with  it  an  additional  ex- 
pense  upon   the   business   of   the  port. 

The  Montreal  harbor  board  has  Is- 
sued bonds,  upon  which  the  Dominion 
Government  has  guaranteed  interest  at 
?.u  per  cent,  to  the  extent  ■  of  over 
$11,000,000,  which  has  been  expended 
by  the  board  in  adding  to  its  docks  and 
■hipping  facilities 

In  St.  John  and  Halifax,  where  there 
are  no  harbor  commissions,  the  business 
of  the  ports  is  managed  hy  a  port  war- 
den and  a  harbor  master,  both  appointed 
by  the  Dominion  Government,  but  at 
more  modest  salaries. 

It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  a  har- 
bor commission  Aoefl  not  differ  very 
materially  In  principle  from  a  police 
commission,  or  a  license  commission. 
The  one  point  In  connection  with  SOOij 
a  method  of  managing  the  business  of 
this  port,  which  I  have  thus  far  been 
una  hie  to  discover.  Is  this— What  doei 
Mayor  Morley  see  In  such  a  method  I  hat 
leads  him  to  favor  It  So  strongly-?

VIEW  OF  FRENCH 

FISHERS  SOUGHT 

PARIS,  June  4. — M.  de  Monzle,  the 
under  secretary  of  state  of  the  mer- 
chant marine,  Is  making  a  great  effort 
to  obtain  the  unbiased  opinion  of  the 
fishermen  on  the  advisability  of  settling 
the  sardine  fishery  dispute  by  arbitra- 
tion, An  announcement  is  heing  posted 
up  In  all  the  ports  or  the  Breton  roast 
setting  forth  the  demand  of  the  fisher- 
men of  the  Sables  d'Olonne  for  arbitra- 
tion, and  explaining  also  the  action  of 
the  Government  with  regard  to  the  de- 
mand- V 

Recourse  to  arbitration,  the  announce- 
ment points  out.  will  only  be  Available 
if  it  meets  with  the  approval  of  the 
majority  of  the  fishermen.  With  a  view 
to  arriving  at  some  certainty  on  this 
p«1nt.  sheets  have  been  distributed  at 
every  port,  those  fishermen  who  are  :n 
favor  of  arbitration  being  requested  tp 
inscribe  thslr  name*.

"My  brother  and,  t-were  playing  on  the 
Ice  some  distance  awa^."  he  said,  "wJJSk 
we  heard  cries.  We  looked  up  the  river 
and  saw  a  boy  in  the  water,  holding  to 
the  Ice,  and  crying  for  help.  We  ran 
to  where  he  was  and'  saw  it  was  our 
chum.  The  ice  was  badly  broken  and 
we  had  a  lot  of  hard  «o£lw  »'?  got 
Ross  on  the  ice.  Wew$i#^-rom  home 
and  then  went  to  our  own  home. 

"I  don't  know  who  told  the  ladies  of 
the  institute  about  what  happened,  but 
they  heard  of  it  and  fixed  up  the  con- 
cert to  give  us  the  medals.  We  are 
glad   we   saved  Ross."

TREASURES  FOUND 

m      IN   MESOPOTAMIA 


Oppenhelm     Xliscovesy  ""Expedition     Un- 
covers    Palace,     Also     Base     of 
Enormous  Brick  Temple 

BERLIN,  June  3. — The  Oppenhelm 
excavation  and  discovery  expedition  in 
central  Mesopotamia  has  unearthed  a 
number  of  interesting  treasures  during 
the  last  few  months.  Among  the  most 
remarkable  discoveries  is  a  palace  of 
large    dlm-ensions. 

Its  inner  court  Is  some  thirty  yards 
Bquare,  and  is  surrounded  by  a  40unI* 
row  of  rooms.  A  quantity  of  artistic- 
ally worked  door  hinges  and  stones 
as  well  as  drains  and  ovens  in  which 
to  make  charcoal  by  fire,  and  an  enor- 
mous number  of  water  vessels  arid 
other  receptacles,  were  also  brought  to 
light 

Last  year  Baron  Oppenhelm  dlscov- 
ered  an  enormous  and  massive  brick 
structure,  which  was  evidently  the 
base  of  a  temple.  Further  search  re- 
vealed Inside  the  base  a  statue  larger 
than  life  size  of  a  woman  seated.  In 
basalt.  Later"  on  a  second  statue  of  a 
woman  similarly  seated,  holding  n  ves- 
sel   in    her    hand,    was    ajso    found. 

During  the  excavations  made  with  a 
view  to  tracing  the  walls  of  the  city 
and  castle,  a  cell  was  discovered.  In 
It  was  n  statue  of  a  man  standing,  as 
well  as  a  etatue  represeniin»  a  man 
and  a  woman  (Sculptured  in  basalt,  and 
in  excellent  condition.  A  number  of 
ilt  statuettes  were  also  found,  as 
well  as  pearls  and  other  interesting 
and    valuable    articles. 

During  the  course  of  the  excavations, 
rtone  implements.  Ivory,  bronze  and 
numerous  pieces  of  pottery  were  un  - 
earthed.  The  results  of  these  exca- 
vations, from  the  historical  as  well  as 
from  the  arrhlfecfural  point  of  view, 
are  so  important,  and  they  Involve  so 
much  work,  that  Baron  Oppenhelm  has 
engaged  R00  native  Arabs,  who  will  be 
employed    under   five   German   architects.

The  minister.  Dr.  Henry  Grattan 
him-  \  Dcekrell,  is  an  American  who  came  over 
to  England  last  Spring  as  a  missioner, 
I  and  soon  afterwards  accepted  a  call  to 
the  pastorate  of  the  Tabernacle.  Find- 
ing the  place  burdened  with' a  debt  of 
some  'thousands  of  pounds.  Dr.  Dockrell 
set  himself  t*  dienov^ejfchods  0f  rais- 
ing money,  and  some  month* ... 
whole  Baptist  denomination  was 
to  learn  that  this  famous  chapel  was  to 
be  leased  on  week  days  to  a  cinemato- 
graph syndicate.  Many  prominent  Bap- 
tists throughout  the  Country  protested, 
and  one  of  the  trustees  refused  to  sign 
the  lease,  but  Dr.  Docftrell  and  the 
majority  of  his  supporters  persisted, 
and  the  building  has  since  bean  fitted  up 
as  a  luxurious  picture  palace. 

The  removal  of  financial  worries  has 
not  brought. about  peace,  however.  The 
doctor  has  "been  at  loggerheads  with  a 
large  section  of.  his  congregation,  some 
'  whom  are  not  enamored  of  his  Ameri- 
can methods,  and  now  a  number  of  the 
leading  officials  of  the  church  Have  re- 
signed. At  a  meeting  of  the  members 
last  week  it  was  decided  by  a  majority  of 
14  to  give  the  minister  a  quarter's  notice, 
but  as  a  tWo-thlrds  majority  is  neces- 
sary to  get  rid  of  the  minister,  the  vote 
was  inoperathe,  So  great  was  the  up- 
roar that  the  meeting  had  to  be  ad- 
journed. When  Dr.  Dockrell  was  called 
In  and  informed  of  the  decision  he  re- 
marked that  "he  hoped  the  church  would 
be  blessed." 

During  the  next  few  days,  however, 
the  members  were  canvassed  on  his  be- 
half, and  a  subsequent  meeting  was  held. 
When  the  members  arrived  they  were 
astonished  to  find  n  policeman  present, 
and  Dr.  Dockrell,  who  presided,  explained 
that  he  had  asked  the  policeman  to  be 
there  as  he  anticipated  that  he  "might 
be  useful." 

This  led  to  such  a  noisy  scene  that  at 
last  the  doctor  himself  requested  the 
officer  to  leave.  On  a  vote  being  taken 
a  majority  was  found  in  favor  of  the 
retention  of  the  minister's  services. 

In  a  subsequent  interview  with  a 
press,  representative  Dr.  Dockrell  de- 
clared that  the  whole  trouble  was  due 
to  the  action  of  a  clique.  Three  dea- 
cons, however,  as  well  as  the  supenin- 
tendent  of  the  Sunday  school,  th.  |  ,  . 
urer,  the  financial  secretary,  some  of  the 
Bunday    school    I  th,-    leader    of 

rbe  Young  People's  SOCiety,  and  the  or- 
ganist and  choirmaster  have  since  re- 
signed |<r.  Dockrell  claims  that  the 
new  "official  hoard"  is  in  full  sympal 
with  his  aggressive  plans,  and  that  he 
has  received  numbers  of  telegrams  Con- 
gratulating him  on  having  given  th.o 
place  a  much  needed  "Spring  cleaning" 
Meanwhile  the  opposition  are  petitioning 
file    Baptist,    Onion    to    intervene.

Moreover  this  firm  has  built  great 
lines  of  railroad  and  has  recently  com- 
pleted a  railway  of  500  kilometres 
length  in  Chile,  from  Ar.lca  on  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  to  La  Paz,  the  capital  of 
Bolivia,  crossing  the  Andes  at  an  alti- 
tude of  about  6,000  metres.
